Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. That the board of education of the city of To ̂ ^ ^^
Hastings are hereby authorized and empowered to issue in ^faatamowii.
the bonds of the city of Hastings to an amount not exceed-
ing five thousand dollars, with interest coupons attached,
and pledge the faith of the city for the payment of the
principal and interest at the time or times in said bonds
or coupons named.

SEC. 2. All bonds issued by virtue of this act, shall wh»t to be de-
be denominated the school bonds of the city of Hastings ;
shall be signed by the president of the board of education,
attested by the clerk of said board, and sealed with the
corporate seal of said city ; shall bear interest at such rate
as shall be fixed by said board, not exceeding twelve per
cent, per annum, and shall be made payable at such time
or times as said board of education may prescribe, not
exceeding ten years from the date thereof.

SEC. 3. That said board of education are hereby au-
thorized and empowered to negotiate and raise money on who to
said bonds at not less than their par value, and said board po?poae uned—
are further authorized and empowered to use the money «n)W1Dtllin|t«J.

Section eleven, chapter thirty, of the
special laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five,
entitled au act to organize a board of education for the
city of Owatonna, approved February twenty-fifth, one
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, is hereby amended
so as to read as follows :

^ec' *1- ^e board of education may appoint the
principal ot the schools the superintendent of the same,
and fix his compensation.
